Foundry, at Whitechapel. London, the 
experts said a finer peal of bells had 
never left the foundry. “They have 
been so universally admired the last 
two or three months we are sorry to 
lose them,” the bell makers wrote. 
The Misses Mcllvaine made 
pro­ 
vision for securing the bells as early 
as 1863, but the m atter was delayed 
year after year owing to the high rate 
of Exchange. Their agent in this m at­ 
ter was a Philadelphia attorney, Jam es 
H. Castle.
